Industry Problems Cited 
By City's Chamber Chief

What is the biggest problem 
facing industrial development 
in Torrance today V

The Torrance Chamber of 
Commerce has turned up some 
interesting answers while 
studying possibilities for at­ 
tracting industry to this urea.

One of the biggest and most 
startling answers, to quote 
Chamber Manager J Walker 
Owens is that "too larje a por­ 
tion of the Torrance popula­ 
tion duesn't really understand 
or want industry."

"In spite of the area's near­ 
ly unique natural assets and its 
enormous, continuing puuula- 
lion growth." Owens said, 'the 
fact is that our 'cllmatf' for 
new industry and for the ex- 
pansion of existing indust'-y is 
poor and is worsening, particu­ 
larly as compared to an oppo­ 
site trend in other i-omueting 
areas."

TlltS POINT is graphically 
illustrated by the fact that in 
1962 there were more than 
17,000 industrial development 
agencies competing nationally 
for the companies that moved. 
The large companies that 
moved totaled about W per 
month, or almost 1,200 for the 
entire year.

Such a numerical "battle" 
highlights the fact that one 
area must show substantial ad­ 
vantages over all the others in 
order to maintain a high rate 
of industrial growth.

The study also indicates that 
many cities, states and areas 
are offering more and more 
incentives and out-right sub­ 
sidies to entice new phnts 
which will provide more jobs 
and improve the local economy.

OWKNS POINTED out that 
"in the Torrance Chamber of

Commerce every induatrlal de­ 
velopment effort make.* full 
use of our climatic and geo­ 
graphic advantages our linage 
as a modern, dynamic, dra- 
malic outdoor-living mecta   
our enormous population ex­ 
pectation, and resulting huge 
consumption capacity are un- 
disputable inducements to in­ 
dustry
